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vix Missionaries Evacuated From Hastern Congo 


(Leopoldville) - Continued threats of anti-white violence in the strife- 
torn eastern Congo has led a United Nations patrol to evacuate six 
Protestant missionaries - four Americans and two Germans - from Kivu 
Province. 


UN officials said the Rev. Jack Swinburn and the Rev. Peter de Young, 
two of the Americans, together with their families, were taken to the 
neighbouring trust territory of Ruanda-Urundi. 


The destination of the two other Americans, Dr. John Slater and his 
wrother, Dr. Dwight Slater, was not given. They earlier were turned /back 
Miemethey tried to join their families in a flight to Ruanda-Urgnd2. 

Kivu troops ordered them to return to their work at the Conservative 
Baptist Hospital at Katwa. The identity and destination of the Germa 
missionaries was not available. 


Meanwhile, UN officials are consulting western consular missions 
in the rebel stronghold of Stanleyville regarding safety measures for 
white residents in that capital of Oriental Province. The number of 
whites still held by supporters of ex-Premicr Patrice Lumumba is believed 
small, UN headquarters reported. (Seesnro Noms, 1961) EPS, Geneva. 
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WCC Asks $5 Million For 1961 Service Programme 


(Geneva) - The 1961 project-book, just published by the World Council of 
Churches', appeals to its 178 member-churches to subscribe $5,465,935 for 
ecumencial inter-church aid and refugee projects during the year. The 
figure is an increase of $206,000 over last year. 


The money would benefit church-sponsored undertakings in many countries. 


Major portion of the funds sought - $4,360,000 is asked for inter- 
church aid projects submitted by local ecumenical councils. This includes 
Gif 05,602 for Barope, $1,582,324 for Africa; $554 (5 fatorm the Nearmand 
Middle Hast, and $441,712 for Asia. This includes $70,000 .° sought to 
underwrite ECLOF, the Ecumenical Church Loan Fund. 


Totul sought for the general service programme is $1,160,000. Of Gis 
early half - $525,000 has already been pledged, but an additional $581,000 
is needed for such programmes as scholarships, ecumencial work camps and 
other youth projects, health and medicine, support of fraternal workers, 


material relief, special technical assistance pilot projects and other projects.

(Atlantic City) - Civil disobedience, even to the point of revolution, in 
Situations of injustice and tyranny, is defended in a statement adopted 
by the 100 delegates to the North American Area Council of the World 
Alliance of Reformed and Presbyterian Churches meeting here. 


puch action is justified, the Alliance said, "when a law prevails 
that keeps people from receiving justice and thus conflicts with the 
purpose of God as they are revealed in the Christian Gospel. 


Lo couch oe blme 1% Te our opinion that @ Christian, alter serlomceaad 
careful consideration and after sharing his concern with other members of 
tne household of faith may engage’alone or with others in an act of oivil 
mre bedzence." 1% says. 


"Tn cases where injustice is made rigid by an unyiclding tyranny which 
prevents such free and responsible action within the pale of the law by the 
Ghristian concience, then, as a last resort, it may be necessary to attack 
the seat of tyranny and bring about a revolutionary change so that freedom 
and justice may be established". 


In another statement the delegates who represented 11 Presbyterian 
and Reformed bodies in the U.S., Canada and Jamaica, defended the right 
Oieine churches to’ speak out on political, economic and social issues. 
Church pronouncements in these feilds, they said, "are not attempts to 
me tate public policy, but are the church's testimony to its understanding 
of the bearing of the Christian faith and hope upon public questions".

90 Attend African WSC Leadershi 
(Kitwe, Northern Rhodesia) - The theological foundations and cost of 
discipleship in contemporary Africa were discussed by 90 representatives 
from 12 eastern and southern African nations at a leadership training 
course of the WorldsStudent Christian Federation held at the Ecumenical 
Centre here recently. 
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The interracial meeting was intended to help prepare an indigenous 
leadership for African student Christian movements by providing students 
with the biblical, doctrinal and ethical knowledge necessary for a positive 
contribution to their churches. 


The conference theme was "Discipleship with Jesus Christ in Africa 
Today," and particular attention was paid to racsa1.spOli tical. sand 
religious problems, as well as to the evolution of marriage and family 
life and the necessary changes in the structures and missionary work of 
the Church. 


In addition to laying the groundwork for several new student Christian 
movements, plans were made to hold an All-Africa Student Conference on 
the Life and Mission of the Church as a follow-up of the world-wide 
Conference held in Strasbourg, France, July, 1960. EPS, Geneva. 


Changes in Church Structure Urged 


(Sydney) - The ecumenical movement has shown member churches that their 
structures must be constantly changed to meet the needs of the modern 
world, a former staff member of the World Gouncil of Churches said here. 


This opinion was advanced by the Rev. John Garrett, former director 
of the WCC's Department of Information in Geneva, and now principal of 
Camden College of Sydney, the theological school of the Congregational 
Union of New South Wales. He is quoted in the current issue of Inter- 
Church News, an Australian publication. 


Mr. Garrett said the contemporary Church must have a time schedule 
as close as that of modern communications, an efficisncy as great as modern 
business, and be as closely in touch with industry and production as the 
farmer, the businessman and the trade union leader. 


The former WCC information uirector noted that the ecumenical move- 
ment had shown that most churches needed four major structural changes to 
meet the needs of the 20th Century: 


One - In any local district the wasteful division of denominationalvem 
must be ended for a more effective missionary approach to those outside 
the Church's influence. 


Two - A spirit of "loyal anticlericalism" is needed in most churches 
to prevent local congregations degenerating into one-man shows. 


Mhree = The parish, aS a geographical entity, is finished in most aveaee 
"The centres of interest for a normal human being are now his work and his 
home. The clergy should work to make pastoral calls on the job - at the 
office, the factory or the farm - giving plenty of notice that he wishes to 
meet the boss and other workers in the same place." 


Four - The 19th eentury concept of sending missionaries from "Christian" 
to "non-Christian" lands is out-dated. "Now people must learn to volunteer 
as servants of the missionary work of local churches," Local churches should 
also invite "dynamic Africans, Asians and Latin Americans" and others from 
former "mission lands" to work with them and "show how a real mission ticks". 


Mr. Garrett added that the ecumenical movement began as a concern of 
laymen and women for the disunity of the church and "it will stay alive only 
Be long as the laity continue to stir up the :top brass!".

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Polygamy Defended for Africa 


(New York) - A US missions official said here that Christian groups in 
West Africa should not bar church membership to men and women who practice 
polygamy for economic reasons. 


By doing so they are rapidly loosing potential converts to Islam, 
said the Rev. Chester L. Marcus, an American Negro minister who is racial 
and cultural relations co-secretary of the United Church of Christ USA, 


Mr. Marcus, who recently returned from a year in Africa, said that 
Moslems, whose relgion sanctions the age-old custom, have been proselytizing 
heavily in Hast Africa. He said that while polygamy ig 
Porbidden by the Christian Church, it is practiced in West Africa ag 2 
means of economic security. BPS, Geneva. 


Chinese Protestants Pledge Government Support 


(Hong Kong) ~ A conference of the National Committee of the Protestant 
Churches in China has pledged continued support for the Communist govern- 
ment, Peiping Radio has reported. 


The station said the conference, held in Shanghai, brought together 
319 delegates from all parts of China. It was presided over by Wu Yao-Tsung 
and Wu Yi-fang, chairman and deputy of the committee. 


Conference speakers agreed that the Chinese Protestant churches had 
made "great progress during recent years in their patriotic, anti-imperi- 
alistic movement and have transformed themselves from an instrument of 
imperialistic aggression into churches administered by Chinese Protestants 
themselves"', the station repnorted. 


A resolution was adopted thanking the government for granting religious 
freedom and said that the Protestant churches are "determined to oppose 
imperialistic aggression, defend world peace and adhere to socialism," 
according to Peiping Radio. 


The National Committee was created in 1950 under government auspices 
Go insure support of Chinese Protestants for the Peiping regime. Its 
leaders claim that it has done valuable work in helping other Protestant 
churches survive and expand under the present government. BPS, Geneva. 


Church Leaders. Attack Australian Immigration Policies 


(Canberra) - Australia’s "white Australia" immigration policy was sharply 
attacked by two delegates of the churches to the Australian Citizenship 
Convention meeting last week in Canberra. 


The Anglican Bishop of Armidale, the Rt. Rev. Je S. Moyes, who has 
been a leader of the ecumenical movement in Australia, said it seemed 
strange that the country should consider immigration as if the country 
wag an isolated section of Europe in the heart of the Asian world. 


"T don't see how we can get away with this for very long," he 
declared... "It is time the Government declared a definite policy," but 
he added, "I think that both parties in Federal Parliament are frightened 


of this question".

Movement charged that the nation was "out on a limb" with its immigration 
policies and urged the Government to admit a quota of Asians. Under 
present regulations, he charged, "with few exceptions no Asian can expect 
to be admitted irrespective of his occupation or education". 


The Convention is called annually by the government to bring churches 
and community agencies together to consider welfare policies in connection 


with the country's extensive drive for new immigrants. The intake - one 
Australian in every ten has arrived since World War II - is the greatest in 
history in relation to the existing population. EPS, Geneva. 


Jewish Groups Oppose Cardinal's School Aid Talk 


(New York) - Francis Cardinal Spellman's recent remarks condemning a 
$5 5840,000,000 Federal aid to education proposal has aroused opposition , 
from five national Jewish organisations in the United States. (See EPS No.4 


1961) 


The American Jewish Congress, Jewish Labour Committee, Jewish War 
Veterans, Union of American Hebrew Congregations Cee nach and the United 
Synagogue of America (conservative), said in a joint statement that 
distribution of public funds to other than public schools would violate 
both public opinion and the US Constitution. 


The Cardinal earlier drew protests from some Protestant leaders by 
Saying that,it would be discriminatory if private and sectarian schools 
did not share funds recommended in the Federal aid to education proposal 
handed down by President Kennedy's education task force. 


Pointing out that Jewish groups would not feel it discriminatory if 
their own echools did not receive Federal aid, the statement declared: 


"We deem the maintenance and furtherance of the Jewish religion to 
be the responsibility of the Jewish community, a responsibility which we 
have no desire to impose either in whole or in part upon the American 
taxpayer. 


"While it may appear to be a heavy burden upon religious groups to 
finance their schools exclusively out of the voluntary contributions of 
their adherents, in the long run acceptance of governmental support would 
be even more costly to the cause of religious freedom." EPS, Geneva. 


US Baptists Urged to Unite 

(Providence Bors) - The pastor of the oldest Baptist church in the U.S. has 
urged union of the Nation's 20 million Baptistsinto "one fellowship, one 
association and one convention", 


The Rev. Homer L. Trickett of the 32%4-year old First Baptist Church, 
Providence, R.I., declared that Baptists are "not united," but "are divided 
by excessive individualism and independency". 


"Some of us," he asserted, "are exclusive, parochial, authoritarian 
confident that we, and we alone, possess the whole gospel and are obedient 
to Our Lord's commands. I call first of all upon my own brethren to put 
aside all old divisions and all present divisiveness and to come together 
into one fellowship, one association, one convention of churches that bear 
the name Baptist," EPS, Geneva. 
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Rural Ecumenical Congress Held in Alsace 


(Storchensohn Alsace) - "Let!s Start Building" was the theme of the first 
Ruropean congress for Protestant rural young people held here recently. 


Protestant lay-training centres, the French Protestant Office for 
Rural Studies, and similar organizations in Germany, Holland, Austria, 
Denmark, Italy and Switzerland co-operated in organizing the congress. 


The congress enabled European rural youth to study together the 
problems which they mutually face in their jobs, their social life, and 
in the Church. 


During the sessions, the young people attended an ecumenical service 
in Wesserling. HPS, Geneva. 


Churches Give $400,000 to Aid Needy 


(Geneva) - Churches around the world have contributed more than $400,000 
to appeals for the needy issued during the past few months by the World 
Gouncil of Churches. 


Largest contibutions have been given for relief in the Congo - a 
total of close to $450,000 towards the goal of $1,000,000 to underwrite 
a broad programme of direct material relief, medical aid and schools. 


Thais has’ come from the churches in the United States, $118,000; Greag 
Britain, $70,000; the Netherlands, $52,800; Germany, $48,000; Denmark, 
$15,000; Canada, $10,000; Sweden, $5,800; and from Switzerland, Australia,and 
New Zealand. 


In addition the churches have sent tons of supplies into the area. 
Church World Service (ise) has shopped, 209,500 tbs of milk, 55,000 iaae 
ett tour and 529,000 lbs of rice, plus drugs valued in the hundreds of 
thousands of dollars, most of which have been contributed by US 
pharmaceutical companies. Germany has shipped tents for three to four 
thousand persons. Norway has sent 100 tons of stockfish, two tons of 
dried milk and medicines and the Netherlands has shipped 474 tons of 
food. 


Churches! contributions to other appeals include $40,800 for Hast 
Pakistan flood survivors; $30,000 for victims of the Hong Kong refugee 
Settlement fire: afd for needy in_strife-torn,arcas of Africa, $7,800 
for the Cameroons; $5,600 for Togoland and $28,000 for Ruanda-Urundi.

Catholic Editor Sees Unity Gains 

(New York) - A leading Ronan Catholic editor in the United States has 
observed that the gaps dividing the Hastern Orthodox, Protestant and 
Roman Catholic churches "are narrowing year by year". 


Preaching at a pontifical mass at the Roman Catholic Church of 
StopPauitoe Apostle, New York, the Rev. John B. Sheerin, editor of 
The Catholic World, cited two main reasons for the increasing amiability 
between Roman Catholics and other Christians. He identified these as 
the prevailing attitudes of the World Council of Churches and the 
Second Vatican (Ecumenical ) Council proposed by Pope John XXIII. 


Pather Sheerin, an observer to the WCC's Faith and Order Conference 
in Oberlin, Ohio, in September, 1957, said he was impressed by three 
characteristics of the meeting: 
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"First, the complete Sincerity of the delegates. Secondly, the 
trend toward a scientific study of the Bible and, third, the awareness 
of the delegates of the need for a physically organized Christian Church. 


"To shelter the trv needs of Christians," he said, "there must be 
a visible external organization...They (non-Catholics) are beginning to 
feel the necessity of the reunion of all Christianity. 


Pointing out that the Vatican Council may rephrase, but not change - 
Catholic doctrine to make it more understandable to Protestant and Orthodox 
churchmen, Father Sheerin declared: 


"In any event it will pave the way for better relations between 
Catholics and other Christians and should be particularly valuable con- 
cerning the relations between the Catholic and Orthodox clergy."

social Revolution Challenges Churches 


(Minneapolis) - The churcheshave been called upon to undertake "a vast 
effort of self-examination and self-criticism" in order to cope with the 
challenge of the world!s social revolution. 


At the moment they are unprepared to meet the demands presented them 
by the rapidly changing patterns of life in vast areas of the globe, the 
Rev. Paul R. Abrectht, executive secretary of the World Council of Churches 
Department on Church and Society, has told a meeting in Minneapolis, Minn. 


The irony of the situation, he said, is that Christian missionaries 
have helped bring about the upheavals in Africa, Asia and Latin America, 
but the churches have given little attention to ti.2 study of the-ethwewieend 
Spiritual forces at work in national political movements. 


"Can the Church and particularly the Christian West," he asked, 
"understand the tremendous significance of its own achievement in helping 
great areas of the world discover the meaning of human dignity and can it 
now find ways of continuing its mission of responsible emancipation through 
Christ to the peoples of these lands", 


Thus far the record has been poor, he said, and "the Church stands 
impotent and almost helpless while one or another ideological movement 
captures the leadership of the dynamic movement of peoples which the 
Church did so much to inspire and allows the men and women which it has 
nurtured in the Christian Gospel of love and righteousness to conclude 
that the Church could inspire a new conception of life but could not 
Potlow it up". EPS, Geneva. 


Orthodoxy and the Ecumenical Movement 
(Athens) - The Orthodox Church must assume a more active role in working for 
a united Church, Professor Basil Ioannides of the Theological Faculty of 
Athens University, said at a meeting hrv rsocuntly. A 

Prof. Ioannides, who also serves as director-general of the Greek 
Ministry of Education, told members of the Halki Graduates Club that the 
time had come when the Church no longer can be fragmented.

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He pointed out that as early as 1920 the Ecumenical Patriarch had 
invited all Christian churches to form a League of Churches modelled after 
the League of Nations. 


While contemorary ecumenical meetings have been predominantly 
Protestant in spirit, he said, the Orthodox representatives have always 
been careful to make clear their vicw on the basis of Orthodox doctrine.
